BY-LAWS, INTERFRATERNITY ORGANIZATIONS AND AGENCIES 
of 
THE INTERFRATERNITY COUNCIL 
of 
LOYOLA COLLEGE 
MONTREAL 28, CANADA 


The Purpose of these By-Laws shall be 


1. To provide procedures for the self-government of fraternity affairs and to 
fulfill responsibilities delegated to the Council by the College and by the 
member fraternities. 


2. To promote friendship with and respect from our neighbors in the community 
and to cooperate more effectively with our fellow students and the faculty 
and administrative officers of the College, and 

3. To maintain a spirit of goodwill and interdependence among the several frater- 
nities and in all our relations with other students, individually and collectively. 


BY-LAW I - ESTABLISHMENT 


Section 1. INTERFRATERNITY COUNCIL. The I.F.C. shall be the governing and policy-making 
body of all fraternities at Loyola. It shall be operated in accordance with the I.F.C. 
Constitution, By-Laws, and Standing Rules. 


Section 2, EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. The Executive Committee shall be composed of the four 
officers and the president (or, if he is not a Council representative, his representative 
who is a Council representative) of each member fraternity. The Executive Committee shall 
earry out I.F.C. judicial duties in accordance with By-Law ITI. 


Section 3. SUBSIDIARY COUNCILS: 


A. PLEDGE EDUCATORS' COUNCIL. The purpose of this council shall be to insure that 
the pledge educators of all fraternities thoroughly know and understand the I.F.C. 
regulations regarding pledging and initiating. The vice president and secretary 
of the I.F.C. shall serve as chairman and secretary, respectively, of this council. 


B, ATHLETIC CHAIRMEN'S COUNCIL. The purpose of this council shall be to make all 
arrangements for and supervise the Interfraternity Athletic Program. A chairman 
and a secretary of this council shall be appointed for a term of one year, to run 
concurrently with the term of the I.F.C., by the I.F.C. president 


C. SOCIAL ACTIVITIES COORDINATING COUNCIL. The purpose and function of this council 
shall be to coordinate all social activities of the member fraternities, and to 
coordinate any joint-fraternity or I.F.C. social activities. A chairman and a 
secretary of this council shall be appointed for a term of one year, to run con- 
currently with the term of the I.F.C., by the I.F.C. president. 


D. SCHOLARSHIP CHAIRMEN'S COUNCIL. The purpose of this council shall be to promote 
and coordinate interfraternity scholarship activities and efforts. The vice 
president and secretary of the I.F.C. shall serve as the chairman and secretary, 
respectively, of this council. 
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E. INTERFRATERNITY PLEDGE COUNCIL. The purpose of this council shall be to instruct 
and promote interfraternity relationships and cooperation among the pledges of the 
member fraternities of the I.F.C. Each fraternity pledge class shall select two 
representatives, one of whom shall be the pledge president, for this council. The 
officers of this council shall be president, vice president, secretary, and treasurer. 
The I.F.C. vice president shall serve as a non-voting adviser to this council. 


F, INTERFRATERNITY PUBLIC RELATIONS COUNCIL. The purpose of this council shall be to 
instruct and promote interfraternity public relations and publicity. The vice 
president and secretary of the I.F.C. shall serve as the chairman and secretary, 
respectively, of this council. 


G. INTERFRATERNITY RUSH COUNCIL. The purpose of this council shall be to coordinate 
all I.F.C. rush activities, and to work toward the strengthening of the fraternity 
system by encouraging the rushing of men desiring to participate in fraternity life 
at Loyola of Montreal, and to assist any fraternity member of the I.F.C. seeking 
rushing assistance, and to assist any member fraternity in rushing that falls below 
40 members classified as "Undergraduate Members". A chairman and a secretary of 
this council shall be appointed for a term of one year, to run concurrently with 
the term of the I.F.C., by the I.F.C. president 


BY-LAW II - JUDICIAL PREROGATIVE 


Section 1. POLICY. Fairness and impartiality shall guide the Executive Committee in 
fulfilling its functions, as defined in the Constitution, By-Laws, and Standing Rules. 
In imposing any penalty, the purpose shall never be to cripple or destroy a fraternity 
chapter, but to strengthen its effectiveness and purpose in fulfilling the obligations 
and responsibilities of a member of the Interfraternity Council. 


Section 2. RESPONSIBILITY. It shall be the duty of the I.F.C. to insure the enforcement 
of the Constitution, By-Laws, and Standing Rules of the I,terfraternity Council, and the 
policies, rules and regulations established for fraternities by the College Committee on 
Fraternities and Sororities. 


Section 3. JURISDICTION. 


A. General: The Executive Committee is authorized to consider any matter involving 
fraternities deemed to affect the welfare and reputation of the College, its 
fraternities, and its fraternity system. It shall act in any matter referred to 
it by the College Committee on Fraternities and Sororities, and file a complete 
report at the conclusion of its action to the College Committee on Fraternities 
and Sororities. : 


B. Specific: It shall also have jurisdiction in the following matters which the 
fraternities have agreed to prohibit: 


1. Malicious destroying, taking, defacing, misusing or abusing College or public 
property, property owned by a fraternity or for which a fraternity is respons- 
ible, or the personal property of individuals maintained on chapter premises; 
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Engaging in disorderly, unethical, vicious or immoral activies or those which 
damage the harmonious relations between fraternities and their publics; 
Impeding or interrupting any social function or project sponsored by another 
organization. 


Violation of any part of the Statement of Position on Hazing and Pre-Initiation 
Activities of the College Fraternity Secretaries Association. 


Violation of any part of the Policy Regarding Recognition of Fraternities and 
Sororities at Loyola College of Montreal. 


All actions of the Executive Committee, acting in a judicial manner, shall be 


subject to review by the College Committee on Fraternities and Sororities. 


PROCEDURES. The Executive Committee shall operate informally and is not, therefore, 
required to follow strict rules of evidence or other procedures appropriate for a court 


of law. 
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However: 


It shall consider no matter unless a request for it to do so is submitted in 
writing from anyone requesting the action with copies provided for the Dean of 
Men and for the fraternity or fraternities involved; nor shall there by any 
consideration of incidents occurring more than six months prior to the date of 
submission of the request for an official investigation. 


The president shall call a meeting of the Executive Committee within a time not 
to exceed three days after he has received a request for an official investig- 
ation. 


The person charging the violation and representatives of the fraternity or | 
fraternities invo]ved must be present at the meeting in order that both sides 
of the case may be heard. 


It shall make no decision in any matter until a reasonable opportunity has been 
provided for the president (or other representatives) of the fraternity or 
fraternities involved to appear before the Executive Committee and present 

such testimony as may be deemed to be appropriate. 


Members of the Executive Committee who are members of a fraternity or frater- 
nities involved in bringing charges or being charged shall be replaced by 
presidential appointment for the duration of the case with the approval of 
the I.F.C. 


It shall not vote, either to decide a case or to impose a penalty, except in 
secret session, from which parties to the case shall be excluded; neither shall 
any record be made or announced as to the manner in which any individual member 
casts his vote. 


It shall decide, in each case, whether or not notice of the hearing and its 
result shall be made public. Unless the Committee believes that public censure 
is appropriate because of unusual circumstances, the name of any fraternity 
penalized shall not be released to the press. 


E. PENALTIES. In addition to dismissing a complaint or declining to rule in any 
matter, the Executive Committee shall have the authority to recommend any one or 
any combination of the following penalties upon a fraternity chapter: 


1. Warning. Implying a simple reprimand, oral or in writing. 


2. Censure. Constituting formal notice of the intention of the Executive Committee 
to impose a more severe penalty if a practice is repeated or continued. 


3. Restitution Requirement. Setting a time by which a fraternity chapter must 
restore or replace property which has been damaged, defaced or lost. 


4, Service Assignment. Requiring a fraternity chapter to perform a constructive 
service on behalf of the community, the campus, or the fraternity system. 
(For example: to perform the work of cleaning up non-supervised parking area 
or facility; to provide refreshments for rushees or other guests at an inter- 
fraternity function; etc...). 


5. Money Fines. Requiring a fraternity chapter to pay a sum to the Interfraternity 
Council treasury. Such fines, however, shall always be computed on a per capita 
basis, based on the most recent official roster of undergraduate members (in- 
clusive of pledges) of the fraternity filed in the office of the Dean of Men, 
and may never exceed $2.50 per member. 


6. General Probation. Ipvolving notice that specific restrictions of privileges 
will automatically become effective if, within a stated time, the Executive 
Committee finds the fraternity chapter guilty of other violations or offenses. 


7. Social Probation. Involving restriction of the privilege to sponsor or par- 
ticipate in a specified social function, or complete withdrawal of privileges 
to conduct mixed social functions for a stated period of time. 


8. Pledge Probation. Involving withdrawal of the fraternity chapter's privilege 
to pledge new men for a stated period of time. 


9. Imitiation Probation. Involving deferment of the fraternity chapter's privilege 
to initiate men for a stated period of time, or requiring its candidates to 
complete a special project or an examination on College and/or Igterfraternity 
regulations as a prerequisite of initiation. 


10. Suspension. Involving the wiyhdrawal for a specified period of time of all the 
social, pledging, initiation and other privileges of membership in Interfra- 
ternity Council. 


11. Dismissal or Expulsion. Involving the withholding for an indefinite period of 
time of all the privileges of membership in the Interfraternity Council, and 
the requesting of the College Committee on Fraternities and Sororities to 
withdraw for an indefinite period of time all recognition to the organization 
by the College administration. 


F, APPEALS. As the Interfraternity Council's authority in disciplinary matters has 
been delegated to it by the College through the College Committee on Fraternities 
and Sororities, all of its decisions and any penalties it may impose are subject to . 
appeal to the College Committee on Fraternities and Sororities. It is understood 
that the CCFS may require reconsideration of any case, or, on its own initiative, 
it may sustain or reverse a decision or modify any penalty imposed. 


BY-LAW III - INTERFRATERNITY ACTIVITIES AND AWARDS 
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A. ACTIVITIES: 


l. 


Greek Week. The Interfraternity Greek Week shall be held during the month of 
February or during the month of March. The I.F.C. president shall appoint a 
special committee to make all necessary arrangements coordinating its activities 
with the Social Activities Coordinating Council 


Greek Ball. The I.F.C. Social Activities Coordinating Council shall make all 
arrangements for'the annual Greek Ball. This semi-formal (black tie) ball shall 
be held the evening of the last day of Greek Week (Saturday). 


B. AWARDS: 


1. 
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One perpetual trophy to be awarded to that fraternity whose overall (under- 
graduates and pledges) average is highest for that year. This trophy will be 
known as the "LF.C. Scholarship Trophy". 


One perpetual trophy to be awarded to that fraternity whose overall (under- 
graduate and pledges) average is the most improved that year over the previous 
year. This trophy will be known as the "I.F.C. Scholarship Improvement Trophy." 


"The Fraternity Scholar Award" shall be awarded to the undergraduate member of 
a fraternity who has the highest scholarship average among the members of the 
member fraternities of the I.F.C. for that year. 


"The Fraternity Pledge Scholar Award" shall be suas to the pledge of a 
fraternity who has the highest scholarship average among the pledges of the 
member fraternities of the I.F.C. for that year. 


Each I.F.C. member fraternity may nominate one man for "The Fraternity Man 
of the Year Award" which shall be awarded annually. 


Each I.F.C. member fraternity may nominate one man for "The Outstanding 
Fraternity Intramural Athlete Award" which shall be awarded annually. 


The I.F.C. president may present "The I.F.C. Presidential Commendation Award" 
to deserving fraternity men on the Loyola campus to recognize and honor them 
for significant contributions to the Loyola fraternity system. 


The I.F.C. may annually present no more than two (2) awards to be known as 

"The Loyola Interfraternity Council Award of Distinguished Fraternity Achievement" 
to outstanding fraternity alumni (not necessarily Loyola fraternity alumni) who 
have either (1) made outstanding contributions to the betterment and strength- 
ening of the fraternity system in North America, or (2) brought great honor and 
prestige to the fraternity system in North America by their success and achieve- 
ment in their chosen profession or occupation, and who have pubicly been ident- 
ified as fraternity men repeatedly, and who have given testimony, through speech 
and/or action, of the positive benefits and worthwhile aims of the fraternity 
system of North America. 


The awards to I.F.C. Council Members will be standardized: 
A. Members serving two years on the Council shall receive an I.F.C. key. 


B. Members serving three years on the Council shall receive an I.F.C. plaque. 


C. Any other activity which the I.F.C. wishes to carry on may be instituted with the 
approval of a majority (by fraternities) of the I.F.C. 
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BY-LAWS IV - RUSHING AND PLEDGING

POLICY. Knowing that college fraternities prosper and serve their colleges and 
members best in an atmosphere of maximum freedom, the Loyola Interfraternity Council 
prescribes as few rules or restrictions as possible affecting rushing and pledging. 
It opposes any form of quota system; it opposes deferment of affiliation; it 

supports applicable policies of the Students Administrative Council, the College, 
and the College Committee on Fraternities and Sororities; its members pledge them- 
selves, individually and collectively, to conduct all rushing and pledging activities 
in an ethical manner. 


DEFINITIONS. 


“1. Voluntary Organizations. Fraternities are voluntary organizations; this means 


that individuals are free to join, as a matter of right, and no individual 

should be subjected to undue pressure or duress in making his decision. As 

a corollary, each fraternity should be free to choose, or not to choose, its 
~ own members, in accord with its own standards and qualifications. 


2. Rushing. - Any contact or association of men affiliated with a fraternity with 
an individual who is not so affiliated, including organized functions, for the 
deliberate purpose of providing an opportunity for the individual to consider 
the benefits of affiliation and for the group to appraise the benefit which may 
accrue from affiliating him. 


3. Bidding. An oral or written invitation to an individual to become a pledged 
(probationary ) member, extended on behalf of a fraternity; also, the giving of 
a definite assurance that such an invitation will be made at a future time, or 
the presenting of a pledge pin to wear or to hold, or other actions that con- 
stitute bidding in the opinion of the Interfraternity Council acting as a 
Judicial Committee. 


4%, Pledging. An oral or written acceptance of a bid by an individual, involving 
his acceptance of the privileges and responsibilities of such status and his 
promise not thereafter to consider affiliation with any other Loyola fraternity. 
No pledge at Loyola shall be considered to be official and binding, however, 
until it is recorded in an appropriate form with the office of the Dean of Men 
and the Interfraternity Council. 


5. Release of Pledge. The termination of pledge status, based upon the decision 
of the group or upon mutual agreement of the group and the individual; none 
shall be official until so recorded with the Interfraternity Council and the 
office of the Dean of Men, nor effective until the date is so recorded in an 
appropriate form. 


6. Broken Pledge. The decision of a pledge to terminate his relationship with a 
fraternity, taken without the concurrence or approval of the fraternity chapter. 


ELIGIBILITY FOR RUSHING AND PLEDGING. 
1. Fraternities’ Pledging of Freshmen. A Loyola fraternity may pledge any fresh- 


man male student at mid-year of his freshman year providing he has the following 
minimum scholarship average: 
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Faculty of Arts 60 per cent 
Faculty of Science 60 per cent 
Faculty of Engineering 60 per cent 
Faculty of Commerce 65 per cent 


Fraternities' Pledging of Upperclassmen. A Loyola fraternity may pledge any 
upperclass male student providing he has the following minimum scholarship 


average for his previous year's scholastic efforts: 


Faculty of Arts 60 per cent 
Faculty of Science 60 per cent 
Faculty of Engineering 60 per cent 
Faculty of Commerce 65 per cent 


A Release of Pledge shall immediately and automatically be granted, without 
prejudice as to any future bidding or pledging, in any situation where a check 
of academic status by the office of the Dean of Men reveals that, by error or 
design, an individual is not eligible because of the foregoing restrictions. 


TIMES FOR RUSHING, BIDDING, AND PLEDGING 
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Rushing, as defined in B-2, above, is_permitted throughout the year except 
during the periods of College examinations. 


Bidding, as defined in B-3, above, is permitted throughout the year except 
during the periods of College examinations. 


Report of Pledging and Releases of Pledges shall be made in writing to the 
Interfraternity Council and the office of the Dean of Men within 72 hours. 


In the instance of a Broken Pledge, as defined in B-6, above, the individual 
shall remain ineligible for pledgeship in any other fraternity for a period of 
120 days from the date of depledging. 


In the instance of a Release of Pledge, as defined in B-5, above, the individual 
shall be eligible for bidding and pledging in another fraternity ten (10) days 
after the date of the Release. 


UNETHICAL PRACTICES

Pledge Stealing. No fraternity member of pledge shall in any way influence a 
pledge of another fraternity to break his pledge. 


Financial Irresponsibility. No fraternity shall bid a former pledge of another 
fraternity, whether released or broken, until it is ascertained that he has 
fulfilled his financial obligations to the fraternity of his previous affiliation. 


Disparagement of Others. No fraternity member or pledge, in the course of 
rushing or otherwise, shall disparage another fraternity or its members. Nor 
shall he comment except factually upon its program, standards, or reputation. 


Under Pressure. No fraternity shall extend a bid with a provision that it mst 
be accepted forthwith, without opportunity for the individual to discuss it with 
his parents or others; nor shall any fraternity pledge or member discourage an 
individual from accepting or fulfilling invitations to rush functions that may 
have been extended to the individual by other fraternities. 
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5. Alcoholic Beverages. In rushing as in other activities, fraternity members and 

pledges shall respect and observe the provisions of the laws of the Province of 
Quebec forbidding the selling or giving away of alcoholic beverages to minors. 


6. Reduced or Waived Fees. No fraternity member or pledge, in rushing or bidding, 
shall suggest to an individual that he may be given special or preferential treat- 
ment in the matter of his financial responsibilities, as by offers of employment, 
reduced or waived fees, et cetera. 


7. Conflicting Functions. No fraternity shall schedule or engage in formal or in- 
formal functions conflicting with SAC, College, or registration and orientation 
procedures or activities, or with the Interfraternity Joint Rush or other 
scheduled I.F.C. rush functions. 


8. Courtesy and Good Taste. Fraternities shall do their utmost to deal courteously 
and hospitably with all rushees, and to consider each on his own merits as an 
individual. 


INTERFRATERNITY SPONSORED PROGRAM. To assist individuals in considering the merits 
of fraternity affiliation and to afford them a maximum opportunity to become acquain- 
ted with its several member fraternities, the I.F.C. shall maintain a basic, neutral 
program of services including: 


1. Information Brochure. The I.F.C. shall revise and publish at appropriate inter- 
vals a publication briefly describing the Loyola fraternity system and its 
rushing procedures. 


2. Registration Form. The I,terfraternity Council shall provide, for those request- 
ing same at the office of the Dean of Men or the I.F.C. office, a form which men 
may fill out indicating their possible interest in fraternity affiliation. No 
fee shall be charged for such registration service. Data from such forms shall 
be made available as promptly and impartially as possible to all member frater- 
nities. 


3. Interfraternity Joint Rush. The I.F.C. shall sponsor and conduct a Joint Rush 
on behalf of all men students during the academic year, for the purpose of 
acquainting them with the fraternity system. The I.F.C., if it deems desirable, 
may sponsor additional joint rushing events or activities during the year. 


BY-LAW V_- SCHOLARSHIP AND ELIGIBILITY FOR INITIATION,

POLICY. Fraternities seek "to create an atmosphere which will stimulate substantial 
intellectual progress and superior intellectual achievement.” The I_terfraternity 
Council, therefore, seeks to assist member fraternities to promote high scholarship 
and by providing procedures for enforcing minimal standards for initiated membership. 


APPROVAL REQUIRED PRIOR TO INITIATION. No fraternity shall formally initiate any 
pledge to membership until his name has been proposed in proper written form to the® 
office of the Dean of Men, a scholarship average check has been completed to assure 
his eligibility, and an approval of the petition to initiate has been received by 
the fraternity from the office of the Dean of Men, and the I.F.C. 


C. TYPES OF MEMBERSHIP AND ELIGIBILITY.

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Imitiation. To be eligible for initiation, a pledge mst 


A. Complete a minimum pledge education program of eight (8) weeks, a copy 
of which, along with the fraternity's pledge policy, shall be on file 
with the office of the Dean of Men and the I.F.C. 


Ipitiation of Honorary Members. Member fraternities shall be free to initiate 
as honorary members those individuals who meet criteria for such membership in 
their individual constitutions, providing no one to be initiated is currently 

a student at Loyola College of Montreal, nor having been a student at Loyola 
College of Montreal for a period five years prior to said initiation, nor having 
not reached the age of twenty-five years prior to said initiation. A fraternity 
planning to initiate any honorary member or members must file the names of the 
said individuals with the office of the Dean of Men and the I.F.C. within 72 
hours after such initiation. For purposes of definition, an honorary member 

of a fraternity shall be classed as the same as an alumni member of the fra- 
ternity by the I.F.C. 


Undergraduate Membership. To be considered an undergraduate member of a 
fraternity a man must: 


A. Be enrolled as a full-time day student at Loyola College of Montreal. 
B. Maintain the following minimum scholarship average: 


Faculty of Arts 50 per cent 
Faculty of Science 50 per cent 
Faculty of Engineering 60 per cent 
Faculty of Commerce 60 per cent 


C. Meet such other requirements as deemed necessary by the individual 
fraternity. 


D. Complete the I.F.C. initiation requirements listed in 1-A, above, and 
have been duly and properly initiated by the fraternity. 


Alumni Membership. Alumni membership shall be extended to members of a fraternity 
who have been duly initiated and who either are 


A. Graduated from Loyola College of Montreal. 

B. O, leave of absence from Loyola College of Montreal. 

C. Not enrolled as a full-time day student, but enrolled as an evening student 
at Loyola. 

D. Not eligible due to failing to meet the minimum scholarship requirements 
in 3-B, above. 

E. Members of a fraternity by virtue of having been initiated as honorary members 


Scholastic Probation. Shall be determined by the Office of the Dean of Men. 
Scholastic Probation shall apply to all fraternity men who do not meet the 
minimum scholastic requirements as listed in 3-B, above. The list of those 
men who are scholastically ineligible shall be presented to the I.F.C. by the 
office of the Dean of Men in the early part of the academic year. A copy of 


the list men, by their individual fraternities, shall also be presented to the 


president and chapter adviser of each member fraternity at the same time. 
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6. Special Eligibility. Approvals for the initiation of a pledge failing to meet 
the routine requirements may also be made by a majority vote of the I.F.C.. 
Executive Committee, when cases are presented to it in writing, citing special 
circumstances, as in these categories: 


A. When special extenuating circumstances exist by reason of ill health or 
physical injury. 


B. When special extenuating circumstances exist by reasons of a student's 
withdrawal from the Loyola due to family pressures or needs. 


7. Chapter Standings. Group averages for fraternities shall be computed periodic- 
ally on the basis of rosters of members and pledges furnished by the member 
fraternities. These shall be published and form the basis for special recog- 
nition and awards for excellence. 


BY-LAW VI - INTERFRATERNITY COUNCIL MEMBERSHIP

local fraternities cannot petition for membership in national or international 
fraternities without the approval of the College Committee on Fraternities and 
Sororities, and the Interfraternity Council. 


Fraternities, or member fraternities, as used in the I.F.C. Constitution and By- 
Laws, shall mean those fraternities listed in Article III, Section 1, paragraphs 
A and B of the Constitution plus those added in accordance with the Constitution, 
By-Laws, and Standing Rules of the I.F.C. Fraternities on disciplinary probation, 
suspension, dismissal, or expu’sion shall not be included as voting members. 


The membership committee, composed of three members of the I.F.C. appointed by the 
I.F.C. president, shall act in accordance with the I.F.C. and College Committee 

on Fraternities and Sororities policies, rules, and regulations regarding new 
fraternities. The I.F.C. vice president shall be an ex officio member of this 
committee. 


The I.F.C. shall act in accordance with College Committee on Fraternities and 
Sororities policies, rules, and regulations regarding new fraternities in addition 
to the following I.F.C. procedures: 


1. <A prospective fraternity member must submit copies of its constitution to the 
I.F.C. The number of copies necessary shall be determined by the I.F.C. 


2. An official letter must be submitted by the president of the prospective fra- 
ternity member requesting membership in the I.F.C. 


3. The prospective fraternity member must have an approved chapter adviser. 
Within 45 days after recognition it must have an approved Board oc Control. 


4, The prospective fraternity member must have a minimum of sixteen members who 
are in good scholastic standing and currently enrolled at Loyola, as full-time 
day students. 


E. 
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5. On receiving the petition for probationary membership, the I.F.C. shall conduct 
such hearings and investigations as it may deem proper and solicit opinions of 
its president and adviser. It shall then, in closed session, decide to approve 
or reject the petition. If approved by a majority vote of regular member fra- 
ternities, voting as fraternities, the new fraternity shall be recommended to 
the College Committee on Fraternities and Sororities for recognition and pro- 
bationary membership in the I.F.C. and by the CCFS. If approved by the CCFS, 
the new fraternity shall be admitted to the privileges, responsibilities and 
obligations of Council probationary membership (fraternity members may not hold 
elected I.F.C. office, nor vote on I.F.C. business, except as authorized by the 
I.F.C. Executive Committee, otherwise, the new probationary fraternity member 
shall have the same privileges, responsibilities, and obligations as regular 
I.F.C. members). Probationary membership may be withdrawn by the I.F.C. by 
three-fourths (3/8) vote of the regular member fraternities voting as fraternities. 


6. I, the event that a fraternity be expelled from I.F.C. membership, it may not 
reapply for membership until a period of eighteen (18) months have elapsed; it 
shall then be subject to all the requirements for prospective fraternities as 
set down by By-Law VI. 


REGULAR OR PERMANENT MEMBERSHIP. To achieve regular (or permanent - for the purposes 
of definition, these words have the same meaning) membership in the Interfraternity 
Council of Loyola College of Montreal, a probationary fraternity must conform care- 
fully to the Policy Regarding Recognition of Fraternities and Sororities at Loyola 
College of Montreal, rules and regulations established by the College Committee on 
Fraternities and Sororities, and rules and regulations established by the I.F.C. 

In addition, the probationary fraternity must funfill the following requirements: 


1. Complete a minimum of one year's probationary membership recognition by the 
CCFS and the I.F.C. 


2. Have a satisfactory record of 90 per cent attendance at all regular and all 
special meetings of the I.F.C. 


3. Maintain a satisfactory fraternity scholarship average during the period of 
probationary membership. 


4, Demonstrate active and complete support of the I.F.C., its policies, Constitution, 
By-Laws, Standing Rules, and its activities and events. 


5. Invite the I.F.C. president, or his designated representative, to one or more 
meetings and social functinns as an observer. 


6. Submit, at intervals of every six weeks, progress reports to the I.F.C. president 
and the chairman of the I.F.C. membership committee. These reports shall conform 
to standards for form and content as established by the I.F.C. Factors to be 
evaluated in such a report should include the following: 


A. The number, class status, and character of men affiliated, as demonstrated 
by scholastic achievement, participation in campus and community activities, 
et cetera. 
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B. Progress being made in securing the interest and support of alumni and 
faculty members, , 


C. The adequacy of the group's finances and the effectiveness of its accounting, 
collection, and bill-paying procedures. 


D. The number and quality of the group's social and service activities and 
degree of membership participation in them. 


E. The reception of the group by students and other campus groups, including 
evidence of favorable or adverse student opinion concerning the group and 
the reputation of its members. 


F. Progress being made to build its membership to a large and healthy standard. 


When the expiration of the regular one year probationary membership occurs, the pro- 
bationary member fraternity may be considered for regular I.F.C. membership which may 
be granted by a three-fourths (364) vote of the I.F.C. member fraternities, voting as 
fraternities, and the approval of the College Committee on Fraternities and Sororities. 


BY-LAW VII - FINANCES 


A. POLICY. Each member fraternity shall be responsible for contribmting equitably to 
to the support of I.F.C. programs, projects, and services, and representatives 
thereof shall be diligent in safeguarding all funds entrusted to their care. 


B. TRE&SURER. It shall be the duty of this officer to receive and disburse all funds, 
maintain proper accounts thereof, report from time to time concerning them, and 
render a full report at or near the close of his term of office. As in common bus- 

iness practice, he shall be bonded in a sum equal to the total amount of money it is 
anticipated he will handle. 


C. BUDGET. Within one month of his assuming office, the treasurer, working with the 
president, vice president, and I.F.C. advtser, shall submit to the Council for 
adoption a budget of estimated income and expenses for the coming year. 


D. DISBURSEMENTS. All funds shall be held in a special deposit account in a bank near 
the campus of Loyola College of Montreal, and shall be withdrawn. on cheques signed 
by both the I.F.C. president and the I.F.C. treasurer. 


Any expenditure not authorized within the current budget, as adopted by the Council, 
must be submitted to the Council for approval. 


E. AUDIT. The books of account shall be audited monthly by the I.F.C. president, I.F.C. 
vice president, and the I.F.C. adviser serving as an audit committee. The books of 
account shall be kept either in the office of the Dean of Men or the I.F.C. office, 
and shall be opened by the treasurer of the I.F.C. for inspection by any Council 
member, upon request. 


F. REVENUES. Im addition to income from gifts, fines, sales, et cetera, the Inter- 
fraternity Council shall collect the following from each member fraternity, regular 
or probationary:

1. Basic Dues. The basic dues for each fraternity member of the I.F.C. shall be 
100 per year, payable January 1, and $2,50 per member, per fraternity, 
payable January 1. All member fraternities are required to submit audited 
financial statements as of December 31 which necessitates the fiscal year 
running January 1 to December 31. 


2. Ticket Allotments. For the Greek Ball and for such other events as the Council 
may decide to guarantee, guarantees by each fraternity shall be made. Such 
guarantees shall provide allotments to each fraternity for 100 per cent of its 
current roster of members and pledges and shall be paid whether or not the bids 
are used. 


3. Assessments, Assessments as specifically authorized by a two-thirds (2/3) vote 
of the Council may be made to meet deficits or other emergency situations. 


4, Dues. Dues will be paid in full by groups admitted to the I.F.C. by January lst, 
and half dues if admitted later than January lst. 


5. Fines. Fines are due and payable two weeks after being assessed. They shall 
be paid to the I.F.C. treasurer who shall deposit them in the I.F.C. treasury. 
If any portion thereof is unpaid after 30 days, the fraternity concerned shall 
automatically lose its voting privileges and shall be assessed an additional 
fine of 25 per cent per week of the original fine; and after 60 days the matter 
shall automatically be referred to the Executive Committee for appropriate action. 


6. Penalty for Late Payment. The penalty for not paying debts to the I.F.C. by 
due date will be a twenty five (25) per cent fine per week of the original amount. 


7. Expenditures. No individual, committee, or subsidiary council will incur any 
debts payable of the I.F.C. without having first obtained approval of the Council. 


8. Bills and Recetpts. These will be issued to members upon request. 
REPORTS. 


1. Reports will be rendered to the I.F.C. at regular or special meetings as any 
change in its financial condition occurs. 


2. Reports in writing will be rendered at the first and last meetings of each year. 


3. A report showing itemized receipts and expenditures will be submitted after the 
last meeting of the year to the I.F.C. auditing committee. 


4, Reports will be rendered to the College in conformance with its requirements. 


ATTENDANCE FINES. For tardiness a fine of ten cents per minute to a maximum of 
3.00 per representative shall be levied. For absence from any I.F.C. meeting, 
fines of $3.00 shall automatically accrue to the fraternity of the representative 
concerned. These may be waived by presiding officer for illness or other reasons 

acceptable to him. 


RESPONSIBILITY. The treasurer shall be personally responsible for the entire fund 
of the I.F.C. at all times until replaced by a duly elected successor. The treasurer 
shall be bonded, as in common business practice, for a sum equivalent to the total 
amount of money he will have in his charge. 


BY-LAW VIII - INTERFRATERNITY COUNCIL NEWSLETTER 


The I.F.C. shall publish a monthly newsletter, "The Loyola Greek", during the months 
of September, October, November, December, January, February, March, and June. It may 
publish a special or an extra issue at such times as the Council deems appropriate. An 
editor and two assistant editors shall be appointed each January by the new I.F.C. 
president to serve for an annual term. These three men shall select the remaining 
members of the editorial staff for the newsletter. Copies of the newsletters (in bulk) 
shall be distributed to the vice president of each member fraternity for distribution 
to its members and pledges.
